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ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1959-60 


To the Chancellor of the University: 


I have the honor to submit my report on the University Li- 
braries for the year ending June 30, 1960. 


The steady growth of the University Library in materials 
and services is a matter of great personal pride with all residents 
of our state and especially with those who know the University 
and work in it. The year 1959-60 has been a notable one for in- 
creased growth and a landmark year in the passing of the one 
million mark. The addition of 47,386 new volumes to the Library 
gives us a total book collection now numbering 1,025,944. The 
millionth volume was acquired for us by the Hanes family as a 
special item, and the University will devote its next Founders 
Day to the proper recognition of this important event. 


Many are unaware of the complexity and variety of mate- 
rials available in our University Library, and of the massive size 
attained by these collections. Our books and periodicals alone are 
not sufficient unto the need. To support our kinds of research and 
investigation, the Library now offers 3,371,577 manuscripts, 
124,755 microcards and microprints, 165,494 pamphlets, 10,070 
slides, 99,355 maps, 9,108 rolls of microfilm, 75,930 clippings, 20,284 
prints and pictures, and 7,160 recordings. The Library added over 
300,000 items of this list in the past year, and now approaches a 
grand total of five million pieces in its varied collections. A re- 
cent survey revealed that approximately 40% of all of the mate- 
rial received in the Library is in some foreign language, and that 
over seventy different languages are represented here, some 
twenty-five of them with great frequency. 


In its operations, increasing student numbers and greater 
activity in study and research are everywhere reflected in meas- 
ures of the Library’s services. A new high in book use is noted in 
the 7.0% increase in circulation of books, a total of 530,230 com- 
pared with 494,930 the year before. An even larger increase is 
seen in the 7465 volumes handled by Interlibrary Loan for users 
in every corner of our state and all over the country. This figure 
was 6984 the previous year, and represents an increase of over 
14%. One other measure of service is the number of inquiries 
served by our research personnel. In the year 1959-60, the li- 
braries reported 47,288 questions handled, compared with 39,103 
for the preceding year. This increase in percentage is over 20%. 
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These three statistical measures are one tangible means of estab- 
lishing the level of the Library’s activity and its usefulness to 
the community it serves. Less tangible but equally important Is 
the spirit of service and the readiness for even greater effort on 
the part of the Library personnel who do the work. 

A heavy portion of the load is borne by our Acquisitions and 
Cataloging staff. When the Library adds 47,386 volumes in one 
year, it is obvious that thousands of standard business man-hours 
must be behind the effort to acquire so much material. Our Cata- 
log Department then receives it and in reporting 49,386 volumes 
cataloged reveals not only no backlog, but progress on arrearages. 
Another measure of volume, the number of catalog cards pro- 
duced, 183,593, also marks a gain over the year before when the 
figure was 166,847. The books cataloged figure is up nearly 17% 
and the number of cards produced is up 10%. 

Naturally, no-one expects increases at every service point to 
be attained without some increase in costs. A University Library 
is an expensive operation. It cannot, by its very nature, be other- 
wise. Total expenditures for all libraries this year were in excess 
of $800,000 compared with $694,443 in the previous year. Approxi- 
mately 40% of the total investment goes into Library materials. 
with 60% used for staff. This proportion compares favorably with 
that of most of our comparable university libraries, where the 
range varies from 25% to 35% of the budget spent for materials. 
In our case, this statistic points up two of our serious problems. 

There is first an imperative need for greater funds for library 
materials. Despite the good increases of recent years, our Library 
still lags considerably behind many comparable state universities 
in funding the research literature needs of its staff. The Li- 
brarian’s office is a constant target for doleful tales of book famine 
by the ardent and arduous researchers of an energetic faculty. 

This figure also signals the exhaustion point of a faithful 
hard-working staff. New funds for materials have not in the past 
been accompanied by additional numbers of staff to carry out 
the added business load larger funding entails. It is very impor- 
tant that all aspects of growth be proportionately considered fo1 
the future. 

A third and most critical need facing the University Library 
today is for more ample and suitable provision of space fot 
people. We are reasonably well provided with space for growtt 
in materials for some years to come, except for some of the 
special collections. However, each year’s growth in student num. 
bers, in research programs, in faculty, finds us progressively les: 
able to properly serve those we are here to serve. New under. 
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graduate reading space should be planned immediately, for two 
or three years from now may well be too late. 


This year in the Library saw a multitude of individual donors 
bringing many useful and valuable additions to the collections. 
To mention only a few—the Hanes family has renewed its active 
interest in the Hanes Incunabula Collection; Mr. Preston Davie 
again made a substantial contribution to the Manuscripts and 
North Carolina Collections; Dr. Dannie Heineman blessed us with 
an unrestricted cash gift of $2,000; the remaining portions of Mr. 
William A. Whitaker’s Collections of Boswell, Johnson and 
Dickens came to the Library. The list is long; the University 
Library is singularly honored by its host of Friends and by the 
generosity of Alumni everywhere. The former aid both directly 
and indirectly; the latter reach us through Alumni Annual Giving 
as well, and our indebtedness to all is a powerful incentive to our 
will to be of greater service. 

The following pages provide detailed and cursive and statis- 
tical notes selected as truly representing the record of a good 
year’s growth. For the University Librarian, the record is a sub- 
ject of considerable pride, as it must be also for all those who 
helped to make it. It is with a feeling of deep consideration that 
I express my appreciation to the Administrative Officers of the 
University, to the Administrative Board of the Library and all 
other faculty members and to the dedicated staff in the Library.

NOTEWORTHY ACQUISITIONS BY PURCHASE : 


From among the Library’s acquisitions during the past year, 
the following may be singled out as especially noteworthy: good 
runs of two series of academy publications, viz. the Atti of the 
Accademia delle Scienze di Torino. Classe di Scienze morali. 
(Turin. 1927-58), and the Abhandlungen of the Nova acta leo- 
poldina from the Kaiserlich-Leopoldinisch-Carolinische Deutsche 
Akademie der Naturforscher in Halle (41 vols. 1861-1945). Sev- 
eral works of singular importance as research material in the 
area of European history as listed next:

Also five different series issued under the sponsorship of the 
Historisch Genootschap te Utrecht between 1846 and 1953, to- 
gether 253 vols. 


Scandinavian scholarship and publishing have combined 
their efforts to launch the new majestic 20-volume series of Cor- 
pus codicum Danicorum medi aevi. (Copenhagen. 1960-), the 
first impressive volume of which, the Necrologium lundense, 
edited by Erik Kroman, has been received by us (this series is 
on a standing order). At a comparatively very advantageous 
price, we managed to acquire the authoritative and most com- 
plete edition of Voltaire’s works (Kehl 1784-89. 71 vols.) which 
became a precious collectors’ item immediately on publication. 

Two treasure-troves (primarily for researchers in the fields 
of political science and history) have come our way: a special 
collection of 54 writings by Pierre Samuel DuPont de Nemours 
in original editions, dated between 1790 and 1797; and another, 
comprising thirteen titles and dealing with the question of Jewish 
emancipation during the French revolution. 


Other noteworthy acquisitions appealing to somewhat more 
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specialized interests are mentioned subsequently: A number of 
works by the nineteenth-century German philosopher of the 
Hegelian brand, Karl Rosenkranz. Three series of the magnificent 
Crown Collection of photographs of American maps. (San Fran- 
cisco. 1959-60). Other works which will strengthen our holdings 
in the widespread field of historical studies, are the following: A 
31l-volume run of The Methodist Review (1873-1907); the 10- 
volume set of Henry Clay’s Papers; Louis Lafaist, Archives curi- 
euses de Vhistoire de France (1834-40; 27 vols); the first 14 vol- 
umes of the periodical France Nouvelle; an 18-volume run of Der 
deutsche Volkswirt (1934-42); microcard reprints of the most 
important serials containing source materials in Russian history, 
Russkaia starina (1870-1918) and Russkii arkhiv (1863-1917) ; in 
addition to these, 82 volumes of the Chtenia (1878-1917) published 
under the auspices of Moscow University, the 20-volume set of 
the Bolshaia entsiklopediia, edited by S. N. Iuzhakav (1900-05) ; 
the 24-volume set of a basic compilation in Chinese history: Erh- 
shih-ssu shih, Po-na-pén. 

Latinists, medievalists and comparatists will appreciate the 
facsimile edition of the Codex bernensis 363, containing texts by 
Horace, St. Augustine, Beda and others. The same comment ap- 
plies to several fine 16th-century editions (and translations) with 
annotations by famous humanists: Terentius Afer, Publius. 
Comoediae. Paris. 1552.; Terentius Afer, Publius. Les six come- 
dies. Paris. 1567.; Seneca, Lucius Annaeus. Tragoediae. Paris. 
1514. 

In the field of English literature, a sizable number of “col- 
lected works” by standard authors, in particularly desirable edi- 
tions, have been added, such as for Andrew Marvell (1776; 3 
vols), Edmund Waller (1729), Aaron Hill (1753), John Wilmot, 
Earl of Rochester (1757), David Garrick (1785), Thomas de 
Quincy (1862-63; 16 vols.), *Mary Augusta Arnold Ward (West- 
morland ed.; 1911-12; 16 vols.), “Robert Louis Stevenson (Pent- 
land ed.; 1906-07; 20 vols.), George Moore (1922; 21 vols.). To lay 
the ground for future research, the Library has greatly increased 
its collection of first editions of Henry James’ and D. H. Law- 
rence’s books, adding for the former: *A bundle of letters, *The 
Ambassadors, *The golden bowl, *The madonna of the future, *A 
passionate pilgrim, *What Maisie knew; and for the latter: *Eng- 
land, my England, *Kangaroo, *Love among the haystacks, *The

lovely lady, *Pansies, *The plumed serpent, *The Prussian officer, 
*Sea and Sardinia, *St. Mawr. Several other first editions of fa- 
mous authors’ works have found their place in our Rare Book 
Room, e.g. Jonathan Swift’s A Tale of a tub and George Eliot’s 
* Middlemarch; so has Daniel Defoe’s *A tour thro’ London in the 
hard-to-find annotated edition by M. M. Beeton and E. B. Chancel- 
lor. As a curiosum, mention may be made here of John Drink- 
water’s extremely rare From the German, originally issued in very 
few copies in 1924 (we obtained it at an auction sale for next to 
nothing) . It contains some of the best verse translations from Ger- 
man ever undertaken in English, and this by an author who was 
not a first-class poet and who hardly knew any German at all. Sets 
of standard author’s collected works were added to our French 
literature collection as well: *Alain Chartier (1617), Moliere 
(1734; 6 vols.), Alphonse Daudet (1930-31; 20 vols.), Eugene 
Labiche (1893-98; 10 vols.), Paul Claudel (1950-; 15 vols. so far), 
Léon Bloy (1947-52; 23 vols.), Valéry Larbaud (1950-55; 10 vols.), 
Jean Giraudoux (1945-53; 16 vols.), Jean Cocteau (1948-51; 11 
vols.) and Jean Giono’s Romans (1956; India paper ed.). The rare 
12-volume set of the Lutetian Society’s translations of Emile 
Zola’s Les Rougon-Macquart deserves to be noted; so does a most 
inexpensive chance “find”: a bibliographically unrecorded early 
printing of Madame de Staél’s De Allemagne (Berlin. 1814) 
which preceded the London edition of 1815. —-Our endeavor to 
buy sets of standard authors’ works prevailed also in the fields of 
Italian and Spanish literatures (Firenzuola, Carducci, Foscolo, 
Belli, Moretti, Calderon, Cervantes, Luis de Granada, Zamora). 
Karl Vossler’s excellent, but extremely hard-to-find book on 
*Leopardi had long figured on our want-list until it was finally 
located and bought. 


In German literature, too, there remained a number of stand- 
ard authors’ works to be added: Helferich Peter Sturz, Christian 
Friedrich Schubart, Goethe (the 27 volumes of the ““Gedenkaus- 
gabe”) , Johannes von Muller, Friedrich Theodor Vischer, Ludwig 
Anzengruber, *Gerhart Hauptmann (1942; 17 vols.), Alfred Kerr, 
Ernst Barlach, Gottfried Benn. Of great rarity is the privately 
printed Nachlass of Maximilian Kronberger who has been ren- 
dered famous as Maximin in the poetry of Stefan George. An- 
other work, Bonaventura Vulcanius’ De literis et lingua Getarum 
(Leyden, 1597), is also a rarissimum. —Sets have again to be 
mentioned among additions in the field of Russian literature, e.g. 
Korolenko, Lomonosov, Ostrovskii, Zhukovskii. —The 13 volumes 
of Eugéne Rolland’s Faune populaire de la France (Paris. 1877- 
1911), supplementing the previously acquired series on the flora 
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by the same author, is important not only for folklorists. —In a 
field which had received until now little attention in the teaching 
and research activities on our campus, Near Eastern languages 
and literatures, the Library’s holdings are still quite weak; but 
a good advance has been made by the acquisition of the Verof- 
fentlichungen (1950-59; 44 vols. so far) issued by the Institut fur 
Orientforschung at the Berlin Akademie der Wissenschaften. 


In the field of fine arts, several major reference and source 
works have been added; on a subscription basis the Encyclopedia 
of world art (New York. 1960-), the first volume of which (15 
are projected) leaves little doubt that this will be the top-rank- 
ing overall reference tool in the entire discipline; the 15-volume 
set of Jellinek and Goldschmidt’s Internationale Bibliographie 
der Kunstwissenschaft 1902-1918; the whole run of Die graphi- 
schen Kiinste (Vienna. 1879-); Domenico de Rossi’s Studio d’ar- 
chitettura civile (Rome. 1702); the 9-volume set of Louis Haute- 
coeur’s Histoire de Varchitecture classique en France (Paris. 
1943-57) ; Vincenzo Scamozzi’s L’idea della architettura universale 
(Venice. 1691); Hermann Egger’s Romische Veduten (Vienna. 
1911-31). Musicologists have sponsored the acquisition of the fol- 
lowing items: Lorenz Mizler, Neu eroffnete musikalische Biblio- 
thek (1739-54; 5 vols.); the 7-volume Palestrina edition (Rome. 
1841-46) ; the 3 volumes of A. Dechevrens’ Etudes de science musi- 
cale (Paris, 1898). —In the field of Dramatic Arts: Germain 
Bapst, Essai sur Vhistoire du thédtre (Paris, 1893); the richly il- 
lustrated 5-volume set La commedia dell’arte (Florence. 1957), 
edited by Vito Pandolfi; Adolf Rosenberg’s Geschichte des Ko- 
stiims (Leipzig. 1905-23; 5 vols.). 

In Psychology: the entire run of the journal, Psychologische 
Forschung (1921-54). —In the social sciences: multi-volume sets 
of the collected works of Gabriel Bonnot de Mably, Pierre Joseph 
Proudhon, Karl Marx and Friedrich Engels (in German), Alexis 
de Tocqueville, Maurice Thorez; the entire run of the Bulletin 
published by the Stockholm museum Ostasiatiska Samlingar 
since 1929 (30 vols.); 58 volumes of the Ekonomisk Tidsskrift 
(1899 to the present) ; 71 volume of the Nationalokonomisk Tids- 
skrift (1873-1933) ; 24 volumes of Wirtschaft und Statistik (1921- 
44): the entire run of Annales d’économie politique for the time 
1846-1936; likewise of South African Journal of Economics since 
its inception in 1933; with the acquisition of another section of 
the Wall Street Journal backfile on microfilm our holdings of 
this important newspaper has become virtually complete; an- 
other outstanding (and costly) purchase in the form of microfilm 
concerns U. S. census materials of the nineteenth century.

In the sciences: the entire run of the Bulletin issued by the 
Société francaise de minéralogie et de cristallographie at Paris 
since 1878; 22 volumes of the Mitteilungen published by the 
mathematical institute at the University of Giessen; the complete 
set of Mathematical questions and solutions (London. 1863-1910; 
110 vols.) ; 18 volumes of the Bolletino of the Unione matematica 
italiana (1924-53); the Comptes rendus of the first and second 
international congress of zoology (1889-93). A major undertak- 
ing was the checking and straightening-out of our copy of the 
huge and unwieldy set known as Bronn’s Klassen und Ordnungen 
des Tierreichs; gaps which had developed are now filled. 


Other areas in which exceptional endeavors were made to 
improve the Library’s holdings are psychology, Italian literature, 
Dutch history and literature, Near Eastern languages, literature 
and history as well as Judaica. 


In conclusion mention should be made of three special 
(though minor) acquisition projects accomplished during the past 
year. One concerns the useful Dutch encyclopedia named after its 
publishers Winkler-Prins; this is now on the shelves in the Hu- 
manities Reference Room. The second concerns the interesting 
(unnumbered) series Symboles published by the Paris firm of 
Flammarion over the past few years and of which Jean-Pierre 
Bayard’s Le feu may serve as an example. The third of these 
projects was the acquisition of introductory works for the study 
of less familiar languages, the type represented by Arthur S. 
Trittan’s Teach yourself Arabic (London. 1943). 


THE GROWTH OF THE COLLECTIONS BY GIFT 


Friends of the University Library have given a total of about 
$10,000 in individual donations and 15,158 books, periodicals, 
pamphlets and manuscripts. A few of the more representative 
gifts are listed below. 


The Preston Davie gift contains eighty-five books and pam- 
phlets dating from 1596; among these are some titles of rarest 
Americana: Ogilby’s ATLAS OF 1671 from the library of William 
Lord Craven, one of the Lords Proprietors of Carolina, containing 
his book plate; the first five editions, 1705-1722, of Robert Beverly’s 
HISTORY OF VIRGINIA; A COMPENDIOUS ACCOUNT OF 
THE WHOLE ART OF BREEDING, NURSING, AND THE 
RIGHT ORDERINGS OF THE SILK-WORM IN GEORGIA, 
printed at London in 1733; five editions of PURCHAS HIS PIL- 
GRAMAGE, issued between 1613 and 1626; AN IMPARTIAL 
HISTORY OF THE PRESENT WAR IN AMERICA, by the Rev- 
erend James Murray, in three volumes, printed in 1778; HIS- 
TORIA DE NUEVA-ESPANA, by F. A. Lorenzana, printed at 
Mexico City in 1770; and a 1736 edition of Sir Walter Raleigh’s 
HISTORY OF THE WORLD. 

The Davie gift also includes seventy-five letters and docu- 
ments relating to the early history of the Carolinas and Georgia. 
Most of these items are concerned with the American Revolution 
and events in North and South Carolina immediately following 
the surrender at Yorktown. They include letters from Generals 
Nathaniel Greene and Horatio Gates, Lord Cornwallis, Francis 
Marion, Thomas Sumter, Andrew Pickens and William Moultrie. 
Among the prominent North Carolinians represented in this col- 
lection are Thomas Burke, Alexander Martin, Richard Caswell, 
Benjamin Smith, Alexander Brevard and Adlai Osborne. One of 
the most interesting letters is that from General Lafayette to 
Governor Thomas Burke, dated September 6, 1781. Lafayette gives 
information about the movement of British troops in the Chesa- 
peake Bay area and suggests the most favorable strategy for 
North Carolina to adopt. 

In recent months Mr. James Gordon Hanes and the Hanes 
Foundation have made important additions to the Hanes Founda- 
tion for the Study of the Origin and Development of the Book. 
Among these gifts are the works of three printers heretofore not 
represented in our collection of fifteenth century imprints: 
EPITOMA DE REGNO APULIAE ET SICILIAE by Bishop Maria 
Felinus Sandeus, Rome: Joh. Besicken and Sigismund Mayer, ca. 
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1495. BULLA by Innocentius VIII. Vienna, Stephan Koblinger, 
after 6 January 1484-1485. 

Other significant titles are: DE ARTICULIS FIDEI ET EC- 
CLESIAE SACRAMENTIS by Thomas Aquinas (Rome, Stephan 
Plannck, ca. 1488); Huntington Library has the only other copy 
of this in America; SATYRAE by Aulus Persius Flaccus (Venice, 
Bernardinus De Choris, 1498) in original vellum binding; DE 
POTENTIA DEI, by Thomas Aquinas (Venice, Christophorus 
Arnoldus, ca. 1478) located only in Newberry and Huntington 
libraries; TABULA OPERUM THOMAE AQUINATIS by Petrus 
de Bergamo (Bologna, Balthasar Azoguidus, 11 March 1473). 

Items purchased for the library in the past year from funds 
contributed by Dannie N. Heineman include: a handsome illu- 
minated Megillah (a hand-written and hand-decorated scroll 
book of Esther) ; a six-volume set of the works of Moliére, printed 
in Paris in 1734; and a collection of transparencies, slides, films 
and illuminated manuscripts from the Bodleian Library, to men- 
tion only a few. 

During the past year Dr. Archibald Henderson has given 
additional material for the Henderson-Shaw Collection in the 
Rare Book Room. The current addition includes 176 books and 
pamphlets, 36 periodicals, 78 photostats of Shaw letters and rare 
articles, 68 programs, playbills and posters, and 212 illustrations. 


Among some of the outstanding and rare titles in this gift 
are: THE ADVENTURES OF THE BLACK GIRL IN HER 
SEARCH FOR GOD, first proof, 1932; ON THE ROCKS, a poli- 
tical fantasy, first rough proof, 1982; THE SIX OF CALAIS, a 
medieval war story, first rough proof, 1934; VILLAGE WOOING, 
first rough proof, 1933; THE MILLIONAIRKESS, second proof, 
1936; SHAW VERSUS SHAV, second proof, (one of two copies 
issued) 1949; TOO TRUE TO BE GOOD, revised proof, 1932; 
OVERRULED, (limited to 25 copies) 1915; HEARTBREAK 
HOUSE, first edition, 1919; BUOYANT BILLIONS, rehearsal 
copy, 1947; and FARFETCHED FABLES, page proof, 1948. 


From the heirs of the late William P. D. Bush came a collec- 
tion of over 1,300 books, pamphlets, manuscripts and other mate- 
rial pertaining to fire insurance and related subjects. Especially 
valuable are the historical titles published in England, Italy, 
France, and Holland in the sixteenth to the nineteenth centuries. 
Extensive materials are found on the Lloyds of London and other 
insurance enterprises. In such topics as Loss Prevention, Fire and 
Business Interruption Insurance, Legal Aspects of Insurance, 
Loss Adjustment, Reinsurance, Taxation and Regulation of In- 
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surance and Foreign Insurance, The Bush Collection makes pos- 
sible the writing of master’s theses and doctoral dissertations 
which has not been practical earlier because of the limitations in 
source material. 


The Henry Harrisse Collection was given to the library by 
Mrs. Bartus Trew, of New York, and Mr. Albert Ulman Walter, of 
Baltimore, great-niece and great-nephew of Harrisse. 


Henry Harrisse, 1829-1910, native of France, was an eminent 
bibliographer and historian. He taught French at the University 
of North Carolina from 1853-1856. 

The collection consists of 81 books and pamphlets, 228 manu- 
scripts, and 3 photograph albums. Among the books are 31 titles 
by George Sand, an intimate friend of Harrisse, most of which 
are first editions. All of the Sand titles are inscribed to Harrisse 
by the author. There are several titles by Harrisse, including his 
CHRISTOPHE COLOMB (Paris, 1884), his personal copy; THE 
DISCOVERY OF NORTH AMERICA by John Cabot (London, 
1897); and L’ABBE PREVOST, limited edition (Paris, 1896). 

The manuscripts include letters by Harrisse and letters to 
him from historians John Boyd Thatcher, Edward G. Bourne, 
Benjamin F. Stevens, and librarian Wilberforce Eames. 

By his will the late William A. Whitaker left the University 
Library all of the books in his personal library. The collection 
consisted of 161 volumes. 

Among the important titles are: Boswell’s LIFE OF SAMUEL

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ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1960-61 


To the Chancellor of the University: 


I have the honor to submit my report on the University 
Libraries for the year ending June 30, 1961. 


With the advent of the millionth volume added to the 
Library, marked by a notable ceremony on October 12, 1961, 
we can now with justice assert our claim to steadily increasing 
adequacy of bibliographical resources. We have attained a high 
level of research capability, a calm yet impressive rate of growth, 
and notable professional competence in the service of our public, 
both on-campus and state-wide. Every evidence demonstrates 
growing recognition of our stature throughout our region and 
beyond. 

We in the Library are proud of the record of our past 
year’s progress. At the same time, each year’s growth brings 
its new problems with it, and we are ever more aware of our 
own inadequacy in the face of the unparalleled expansion of 
library materials in our time and society. The obviously im- 
portant increases in level and rate of the Library’s growth 
sometimes find us grimly wondering if any future increases 
can possibly cope with the collossal tide of materials now moving 
upon us. 

The Library endeavors to plan for a decade ahead and at 
the same time to review and revise annually in the light of 
new needs, new goals, or unforeseen change. We hear on all 
sides the tocsin of automation, with grand predictions of capsule 
libraries, with amazing assurances of completely mechanized 
searches, yet the facts of our life permit us only to consider 
how we can do better with relatively traditional methods. We 
cannot disregard the possibilities of automation; neither can we 
disregard the daily tasks before us. Clearly we must know the 
best available methods for accomplishing our tasks. We must 
organize our resources, financial, personal, or material, to extract 
the maximum from them. At the same time, we must do all 
this in a humane manner, preserving assiduously the well-known 
reputation of our parent institution for liberalism and humanity. 
It is upon this base that our plans are made and from which 
they grow. 

Each year appears to produce a notable landmark in the 
history of our Library. Where last year saw us passing the 
million mark in book collections, this year we passed the 
five million mark in total library collections. 51,399 new volumes 
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were added to the book collections to give us a total of 1,077,343. 
The remaining nearly four million pieces include 3,491,662 manu- 
scripts, 101,080 maps, 134,886 microcards and microprints, 10,- 
762 rolls of microfilm, 78,630 clippings, 171,607 pamphlets, 20,- 
771 prints and pictures, 6,425 records, and 12,240 slides. The 
total figure is 5,014,506 pieces in our libraries. 


Use of the Library’s materials continues to grow, although 
increasingly self-service methods reduce records of use. The 
libraries reported 551,859 books circulated, an increase of 21,629 
or approximately 4%. The steadily improving quality of our 
collections is reflected in the balance of borrowing and lending 
on inter-library loan. Not long ago we had to borrow many 
more books than we could loan to other libraries. This year 
we borrowed 2,255 volumes to serve 2,249 requests primarily 
for faculty and graduate students. In return our libraries served 
5,024 requests from other libraries with books in our collections. 
a ratio of nearly two and a half to one. Most of these loans 
serve the research needs of smaller academic institutions and 
public libraries in our state. 


Another facet of library use is the increase in reference 
inquiries received by our librarians. Again the record shows a4 
larger demand, with a total of 55,411 to compare with 47,288 
during the preceding year. This is an increase of some 17%. 


Expenditures for library materials and services also reachec 
a new high this year, the second of the biennium, due in con. 
siderable measure to important additions to funds for books 
and journals derived from gifts and endowments. The tota. 
expenditures for the fiscal year were $962,761.89. We migh' 
safely forecast the next landmark of the University Library 
when the annual funding reaches and passes one million dollars 
We may then stand and be counted among the approximately 
twenty-five major academic research libraries of the whole 
country having this level of support. 


Without dwelling too much upon the grim detail of sta 
tistics, let us simply note a rate of increase now over 50,00( 
volumes per year; a visual image of a row of books nearly twe 
miles long may be more striking. To us, the size of growtl 
is now secondary to the thoughtful and carefully planned quality 
of the resources we add. In the past year, the Research Func 
Committee approved the purchase of nearly one hundred im 
portant series of journals and other critically needed researc 
titles. These materials, consistently acquired year by year, wil 
make our Library not only large but an eagerly sought reservoi 
of all of the resources requisite to education and research or 
the highest levels.

UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA LIBRARIES 


This year the Library has been able to strengthen greatly 
the resources of the Art Library and the Music Library, and one 
special field of the general collections, Judaica, through the 
acquisition of whole collections. Both our Art and Music 
Libraries are now generally recognized as the best in the South. 
In each case the quality of the Library is a direct tribute to the 
dual leadership of faculty and able Library personnel in their 
respective areas. The Wilson Library, in the past year, has bene- 
fited greatly by increasingly close liaison with faculty in many 
areas of subject specialization. In every case there is a positive 
spurt in the acquisition of the kinds of materials which make a 
library great. Some such noteworthy gains have been made in 
the Soviet area, in American and English literature, and in Eco- 
nomics and related fields of Business Administration. Outstand- 
ing among our science collections and in the close working 
relationship between faculty and library staff is mathematics. 
When this year we had occasion to consider a fine collection of 
mathematics literature offered for purchase, there were so few 
useful items in it which we lacked that it presented no serious 
claim on our resources. The past year has been marked, not only 
by the attainment of a high point in simple physical growth, but 
for having reached a significant new level in the judicious 
infusion of the kinds of materials which will make ours a great 
research library. 

Throughout the country today there is a growing awareness 
of the urgency of long-range planning. From California to Maine, 
Governors and State Commissions are busily occupied in assess- 
ing educational needs and possible ways of meeting those needs. 
North Carolina is among the leaders of early planning; our Uni- 
versity has joined swiftly and impressively with every recent 
state educational planning group. The library, while not yet spe- 
cifically involved in state-wide, state-directed planning, has been 
siving considerable thought and attention to national trends 
which inevitably will provide us with guide lines for our future 
development. 

There is universal acceptance of a number of basic tenets 
of library life which bear in variable measure upon all academic 
libraries today, but most particularly upon the larger ones. 

The first of these is that libraries in academic institutions tend 
(0 grow faster than other elements of the academic institution. 
Books and journals endure, while people, be they students, 
faculty, or administration, pass on. There is constant accretion in 
he library; there is constant attrition outside the library. 
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The second is that the greater the library becomes, the 
greater become its unit costs of operation. The bigger the library, 
the more costly it is to order a book, to catalog it, and finally, to 
serve it to the patron. This does not mean that the library grows 
steadily less efficient as it gains in size; on the contrary, it must 
be increasingly efficient with greater collections to attain even 
a level of service equivalent to that of its earlier, smaller state. 
The essential point is that unit costs rise as the library grows. 


A third tenet is that improved collections, physical facilities, 
and adept personnel always result in greater demand. The more 
books there are, the more they are used. The better physical 
facilities are made, the greater the demands placed upon them. 
The more capable library research personnel are, the more they 
are in demand and used. 


At this point one might well believe that libraries ought to 
be blotted out, or that they are destined to topple of their own 
weight. However, any academic institution worthy of the name 
has no choice; neither has its library. It must find the means to 
continue its appropriate level of development. It must be con- 
tinuously adjusting its goals to fit the ever-changing pattern of 
its parent institution. Today there appears to be only one area 
promising early and lasting hope to libraries overwhelmed by 
the mountains of printed words now coming into life. The inten- 
sification of cooperative effort alone offers certain benefits which 
may enable us eventually to find the elusive panacea for our 
problems. This means only more determined efforts to promote 
inter-institutional, regional and national planning on a larger 
scale than heretofore. From its earliest days, our library has been 
among the leaders in cooperative movements. The next few years 
will demand our fullest attention to this area as a broad supple- 
ment to our own resources. 


For some decades the University Library has shared its acqui- 
sition program and bibliographical resources with Duke Uni- 
versity, the State College at Raleigh and the Woman’s College 
at Greensboro. It is now time for us to engage the attention of 
other State institutions of higher learning and any other State- 
funded agency which acquires and serves research materials. 
The important work of the State Archives now in the field of 
North Carolina newspapers is a good example. On a much 
broader scale the acquisition and servicing of new foreign 
journals, particularly in the fields of science, is a matter demand- 
ing attention to cooperative devices to assure maximum avail- 
ability within the state. The importance of the North Carolina 
Union Catalog as a guide to locations grows steadily; it should 
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also serve other state-funded institutions in formulating their 
plans for expensive acquisitions. We must seek better and swifter 
means of recording the availability of serial titles to avoid wide- 
spread or unnecessary duplication. With the gradual withdrawal 
of the Library of Congress from the field of catalog card supply, 
we are compelled to seek new and more economical means for 
independent production of catalog cards. These are some of our 
remaining problems which require professional attention. 


Other problems are more directly associated with our public. 
Together with all libraries serving academic communities in 
recent years, we are plagued by losses and temporary unavail- 
ability in direct proportion to the increasing numbers of patrons 
we serve. Many of our difficulties are due to the inadequacies of 
a library well-designed for a student body half the size of ours, 
and for quite another kind of educational program than the one 
we have. The only complete solution lies in a group of library 
buildings, some of which are already being planned and under 
way. For short-time relief, the Library will next year initiate 
certain measures of control designed to improve the situation 
insofar as present physical facilities permit. It is likely that addi- 
tional controls will be necessary before new facilities enable 
better solutions. 

This year has brought some physical improvement to the 
central library. The provision of air conditioning in one large 
and one small reading room is an important gain. Despite the 
fact that two other major reading areas remain untreated, it is 
my conviction that we can no longer postpone the provision of 
this summer necessity in the Technical Processing area of the 
Library. By far the largest single groups of Library staff, work- 
ing throughout the long summer days at their desks, are unfor- 
tunately located in the one room most exposed to summer heat. 
An average of thirty to forty people work daily in this area, on 
the second floor facing South and West, exposed to the worst 
rigors of southern summer heat. This area should receive the 
earliest possible attention. The painting of the Humanities Read- 
ing Room, completed during the Christmas holiday period, has 
been greatly appreciated by both public and staff. 

In personnel, the University Library has maintained an 
extraordinary record of small turnover at the professional level. 
While most major libraries of this country are beating the bushes 
to fill their vacancies, ours are few and were it not for our 
determination to fill any professional gap with the one person 
best fitted for it, we would have no positions open. This has been 
a notable year in the professional development of our staff. At 
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the latest count, ten books, three parts of books, seventeen 
articles and pamphlets, and thirty-seven reviews comprise the 
publishing record of the year. Professional honors have come to 
many members of the staff, more numerous and varied than 
other years. 


We have suffered one quite unanticipated loss in the resigna- 
tion of Mr. O. V. Cook for reasons of health. Mr. Cook has been 
an integral part of this library for over thirty years, making for 
himself a steadily growing reputation for industry and devotion; 
he leaves an impress upon this library which will last as long as 
time itself. The best wishes of the staff are with him. 


This year, as always, the end of another academic year finds 
the University Librarian deeply affected by the dedication of a 
sorely-tried staff, by the tremendous support the Administration 
gives to our needs, by the unmistakable recognition of our use- 
fulness by our several publics. To all concerned the University 
Librarian offers only in return the assurance of his constant 
awareness and appreciation of the part each one takes in bring- 
ing us to our present state. With quiet understanding and the 
allegiance of men and women of goodwill, we may confidently 
look toward a glorious future. 


NOTEWORTHY ACQUISITIONS 
1960-1961 


Without any doubt, the one most noteworthy acquisition dur- 
ing the past year has been our millionth volume, donated by the 
Hanes Foundation, John Gower’s Confessio Amantis, printed by 
Caxton in 1483 and also bound in his own workshop. 

Among general reference works, the most costly and impor- 
tant new arrivals are the first volumes of the Library of Congress 
and British Museum catalogs respectively: The National Union 
Catalog 1952-1955 Imprints and the British Museum General Cata- 
logue of Printed Books, the latter resuming publication with 
volume 52 after an interruption of about twenty years. Johann 
Heinrich Zedler’s Grosses Vollstandiges Universal-Lexikon of 
1732-54 has been reprinted in 68 volumes which are now on our 
shelves. Also thanks to new methods of photomechanic reproduc- 
tion we have been able to acquire several large subject catalogs 
for outstanding collections, such as the Dictionary Catalog of the 
History of the Americas from the Reference Department in the 
New York Public Library. 

Of great significance for the study of western intellectual 
development are the two following works: 


Averroés. Nonum Volumen ... Sermo de Substantia Orbis. 
Venice. 1573. 3 v. (in 1) 

Arnold, Gottfried. Unpartheiische Kirchen-und Ketzer-Historien.

A remarkable compilation of source materials concerning 
the origins of American history is: 


Ternaux-Compans, Henri. Voyage, Relations et Mémoires origi- 
naux pour servir a VHistoire . . . de Amérique. Paris. 
1837-41. 20 v. (in 9) 


The acquisition of two manuscript diaries, the one kept by 
Newton Wallace, the other by Walter S. Clemence, both dealing 
with different phases of Civil War service in North Carolina, 
brings new grist to the mills of historians with local interests. 

Increases in our collection dealing with European and par- 
ticularly French history have been exceptionally large during 
the past year. They include a complete run of the Mercure de 
France (on microfilm) with its predecessors and continuations, 
representing 1,614 original volumes for the years 1672-1791. 
Source materials of great research value are contained in the 
two following: 
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France, Parlement. (Paris). Journal des principales Audiences 
du Parlement. Paris. 1751-57. 7 v. 

France, Laws, Statutes, etc. Collection complete des Lots. 1831- 
1949. Paris. 1834-1950. 119 v. 


The same can be said of DesEssarts, Nicolas Toussaint Lemoyne. 


Dictionnaire universel de Police. Paris. 1786-90. 8 v. 

but our copy is exceptional in that it includes volume 8 whereas 
the catalog of the Bibliothéque Nationale in Paris states that 
volume 7 was the last to be published before the outbreak of the 
great revolution forced the suspension of this publishing enter- 
prise. Thus our set ends with the catchword “Police,” in this work 
of greater than ordinary importance—while “Palmier” is the 
last in volume 7. 


The file of publications recording the activity of the Perma- 
nent Court of Justice at the Hague over a period of some twenty 
years in the recent past far transcends the sphere of legal 
scholars’ interests; both political scientists and historians fre- 
quently consult them. We obtained the following: Annual Re- 
ports. Leyden. 1925-46. 16 v. Arréts . . . 1931-40. 40 v. Pleadings 
1922-39. 88 v. 


The acquisition of the main body of a large compilation of 
Russian laws, etc., under the title Polnoe Sobranie Zakonov Ros- 
sitiskoi Imperii was reported previously; during the last year we 
have made good progress in filling gaps in this long run. 


A veritable find in the field of earlier Russian history was the 
complete run of the extremely rare Dreniaia Rossiiskaia Vivlio- 
fika. Moscow. 1788-91. 20 v. together with its successor publica- 
tion Prodolzhenie Drevnei Rosstiskoi Vivliofiki. St. Petersburg. 
1789-1801. 11 v. 


Not quite in the same category is Sankt Petersburgisches 
Journal. St. Petersburg. 1776-78. 5 v. In view of the fact that re- 
search interests in Russian history on our campus are concen- 
trated in the era of Catherine the Great, a minor ‘“‘find” in a small 
Scandinavian dealer’s catalog deserves particular mention even 
though we paid less than five dollars for the item. It is a first 
edition copy of one of the empress’ “own” literary productions: 
Catherine II., empress of Russia. L’Alcoran de Princes Destinés 
au Trone. St. Petersburg. 1783. 


Two titles stand out among the numerous important works 
of travel and memoirs whose authors furnish first hand informa- 
tion on Russia: 


Smith, Thomas. Voyage and Entertainment in Russia. London. 
1605. 1st ed. 
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Bruyn, Cornelis de. Voyages . .'. par la Moscovie. Amsterdam. 
toe. V,’(in 1). 


The Council of Scandinavian Governments presented to the 
Library a big three-volume set entitled, Scandinavia Past and 
Present, edited by Aage Heinberg and others, published at Arn- 
krone in 1959. This work was commissioned by the governments 
of Denmark, Finland, Iceland, Norway and Sweden and offered 
to U. S. libraries in recognition of general reconstruction assist- 
ance these countries received during and after World War II. 
Frequently, publications of this kind, though perhaps finely 
printed, have little information or research value. But no such 
objection can be raised against the contributions in the set re- 
ferred to above; each article is written by an eminent expert and 
there exists at present no better introduction than this compila- 
tion to the various aspects of Scandinavian history, civilization 
and contemporary life. 

The early monumental edition of the poetic Edda, Edda Sae- 
mundar Hinns Froda, Copenhagen, 1787-1828, 3 v. which in many 
respects has not been superseded by modern scholarship had 
long been on our desiderata list; it has now been obtained. 

Since the number of persons familiar in the United States 
with the Norwegian language is small there are few libraries in 
this country with Norwegian collections. At Chapel Hill, too, this 
area as well as other minor literatures had long been neglected. 
For some years, however, a basic stock of the works of leading 
authors from such peripheral nations has been built up, and thus 
we had acquired in the past a complete set of Knut Hamsun’s 
collected works in their original language. But this edition does 
not contain a reprint of an early controversial work of Hamsun’s 
Fra det moderne Amerikas Aandsliv, Copenhagen, 1889, in which 
he vehemently attacked the American way of life. Hamsun later 
on repudiated the book and never authorized either a re-issue or 
translation. Still it is (and especially for American scholars), of 
capital interest since it is based on the author’s personal ex- 
periences during some four years in the States in the 1880’s. Since 
its publication, it has become quite rare and only two other Amer- 
ican university libraries seem to have owned copies before we 
obtained it for our collection. 

Other peripheral foreign literature areas which have shown 
above-average growth during the past year are in Italian, Dutch 
and Portuguese. 

Important acquisitions in the field of classics were the. two 
following: 
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Catalogus Codicum Astrologorum Graecorum. Brussels. 1898- 
1953. 12 v. (in 20) 


Plautus, Titus Maccius. Comoediae viginti. Lyon. 1540. 


In the introductory remarks, it had already been stated that 
our collection of materials dealing with English and American 
literature has developed in an especially rapid and gratifying 
fashion. In several cases, we could obtain special collections de- 
voted to the work of a particular writer and offered for sale en 
bloc; this applies to Leigh Hunt, Kingsley, Swinburne, Ains- 
worth, Kipling, the three Sitwells, James Bridie, and Storm 
Jameson. 


Our efforts to acquire first editions of English and American 
authors have been successful, first of all in the case of minor 
writers on the one hand and contemporaries on the other. Thus 
our holdings have been especially improved for the following: 
Matthew Prior, Felicia Hemans, William Godwin, Charles Lamb, 
Robert Southey, W. S. Landor, Benjamin Disraeli, E. G. Bulwer- 
Lytton, W. M. Thackeray, Charles Kingsley, Charles Reade, Mrs.

In the field of German, significant additions have been made 
to our collection of collected works by standard authors. A good 
working library of a private scholar who devoted his attention 
through many years to collecting material on the nineteenth- 
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century novelist Wilhelm Raabe was acquired by us. As a 
curiosum, a small book of poems entitled Gesange and published 
at Munich in 1920 possibly deserves some brief mention in pass- 
ing. Its purported author is Ernst Droem, but this name is as- 
sumed to be a pseudonym of the well-known philosopher Os- 
wald Spengler. 

At the suggestion of our specialists in Comparative Litera- 
ture, we obtained a rare and richly illustrated work on emblems: 
Camilli, Camillo. Imprese Illustri. Venice. 1586. 3 v. (in 1) 

One of the most famous books in Library Science is: Bray, 
Thomas. Bibliotheca Parochialis. London. 1697, for it is at the root 
of that important institution, the American Public Library. We 
recently added a copy of this documentary milestone to our 
holdings. Another acquisition worth mentioning here is a com- 
plete run of the Vierteljahrsschrift fiir angewandte Biicherkunde.

In the field of philosophy, acquisitions were exceptionally 
rich for the renaissance period both as to works from and about 
that time.

The Botany Library has made considerable progress in its 
collection of floras from all parts of the world. 


This year’s additions include the 1960 reprint of William J. 
Hooker’s Flora Boreali-Americana, first published in 1840, as well 
as a flora of Estonia (Eesti NSV Floora compiled by the Zoologia 
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ja Botaanika Instituut of the Eesti NSV Teaduste Akadeemia at 
Tallin) of which three volumes have been issued since 1953. 
Besides, the file of Bayerische Botanische Gesellschaft, Munich. 
Berichte has been completed and several other files brought con- 
siderably closer to completion, e.g. those of the Botanische Jahr- 
biucher fur Systematik, Pflanzengeschichte und Pflanzengeogra- 
phie, of the Botanisk Tidsskrift, the Botaniska Notiser, of Candol- 
lea and the Bibliographie fiir Pflanzenschutzliteratur. 


The Zoology Library has received from the Robert E. Coker 
family a very welcome gift collection consisting of works pre- 
dominantly in the field of marine biology. Otherwise the first four 
volumes of a profusely illustrated and generally very useful 
Encyclopaedia Zoologica, a Japanese product, have been acquired 
during this year; also three volumes of the Galathea Report: 
Scientific Results of the Danish Deep-sea Expedition Round the 
World 1950-1952, edited by Anton F. Bruun. The file of the Bul- 
letin of the Société Zoologique de France has been completed 
and very nearly also that of the important ornothological journal 
Ibis. 

Even mathematical book collecting has its oddities. One of 
the most recent is the appearance of an astonishingly prolific 
scholar by the name of Nicolas Bourbaki (in reality, an anony- 
mous group of French mathematicians). Last year, we have added 
again to this author’s Eléments de Mathématiques of which 23 
volumes have been published between 1939 and 1961. 

_ The Library in the Division of Health Affairs, besides adding 
great numbers of currently published works, has this year ac- 
quired by gift two items of exceptional rarity: one is Guy de 
Chauliac’s Guido’s Questions, London, 1579—the only English 
translation of this 14th-century French surgeon’s treatise—, the 
other is the first edition of Lemuel Shattuck’s epoch-making Mas- 
sachusetts Report of a General Plan for the Promotion of Public 
and Personal Health, issued in 1850. 
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GROWTH OF THE COLLECTIONS 


In the course of continued survey of the Library’s collections, 
special attention has been paid this year to general reference 
works, the sciences, university administration, Romance lan- 
guages and literatures. The bibliographic tools used for checking 
purposes in these areas were the following:

Only in the two fields of university administration and (to 
some extent) in the sciences has it been possible to acquire cur- 
rently those works which were important, yet lacking in our 
collections. On the other hand, desirable reference works not yet 
in UNCL and significant research tools in the field of Romance 
studies, although a need for them has been clearly established by 
the surveys, have not been ordered for lack of appropriate funds 
and cannot be acquired in the foreseeable future under the 
present system of budgetary allocations. It is suggested that the 
Administrative Board consider earmarking definite funds so that 
gaps in the collections, as ascertained in the Chief Bibliograph- 
er’s periodic surveys, can be speedily filled. 

Our annual desiderata list sent out in the summer of 1960 to 
some four hundred dealers in the United States and abroad has 
yielded gratifying results—actually far better than anticipated. 
The list contained 489 titles of which 226 have been secured at 
reasonable, in some cases highly advantageous, prices. (The count 
does not include as obtained those periodical or serial runs where 
gaps could be filled only in part.) A similar list for 1961 is in 
preparation and is expected to be ready for mailing in August or 
September. An incidental benefit derived from the distribution 
of these lists can be found in a strengthening of library-dealer 
relationships. 

The growth of the collections during the past year has been 
highly satisfactory; it has been an even and strong growth in 
practically all fields, thanks to more general and more active 
faculty book selection than we had had in the past; this time 
nearly all departments had spent (or overspent) their allocated 
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funds before the end of April, 1961. It can be confidently as- 
sumed that we have been able to add to our collections all newly 
published works of major importance. A significant trend could 
be noted in orders or subscriptions being placed for many photo- 
mechanically reproduced works which in their original form of 
publication had become extremely rare as well as for individual 
xerox-copies or microfilm of otherwise unobtainable materials. 
It is particularly in this area of acquisitions that the Chief Bibli- 
ographer closely collaborates with sister institutions (such as 
Duke University Library) in North Carolina and surrounding 
states, and unnecessary duplication is avoided. The same rule 
applies, of course, to any expensive item whose acquisition is 
being considered. 

As far as out of print books and periodicals are concerned, 
the growth of the collections has been less even. It is in the nature 
of things that the need for older works is more acutely felt in 
the historical, humanistic and, to some extent, the social sciences 
than in the exact and natural sciences. Progress can be reported 
for all areas with real needs; however, the best results have not 
necessarily been obtained where the greatest need existed, but 
where special funds from gifts facilitated acquisitions or where 
we were fortunate enough to take advantage of exceptional op- 
portunities. Such conditions prevailed in the case of materials 
dealing with Slavic history and Slavic area studies, English and 
American literature, Judaism and music. 

The increase in our Slavic holdings has been truly astonish- 
ing and most gratifying; it is due mainly to the availability of 
special funds in addition to those appropriated by the State, to 
the success of an exchange program with Russian libraries ini- 
tiated and kept moving by Dr. Clifford Foust and by the latter’s 
eagerness to devote, with the collaboration of other interested 
faculty members, great efforts to the building of this part of our 
collection. In a report of April 17, 1961, to the Librarian, Dr. Foust 
has detailed both this exchange program and what has been so 
far achieved; reference is made to this report in order to avoid 
extensive quotation from it. 

In the field of English and American literature, money com- 
ing from the Whitaker Trust Fund was used, under the stipula- 
tions of the bequest, mainly for the acquisition of rare first edi- 
tions and background materials to support research in literary 
history. Since, in these areas, our collections have been very 
good, if not excellent, this influx of new resources has imme- 
diately led to important results. In these areas we shall soon 
achieve a position of marked distinction among competing l- 
braries.

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The past year also saw our acquisition, thanks to donors and 
bequests, of two especially valuable subject collections which we 
were offered en bloc, one of approximately 3,000 volumes of 
Judaica and Hebraica, the other—somewhat less extensive—the 
private working library of a recently deceased well-known Swiss 
musicologist. Both collections contain numerous old and rare 
works of great value, but in the main source materials whose 
chief appeal is to the subject specialist. 

In the subsequent lists of noteworthy acquisitions, a few 
examples have been selected for special mention, some bought on 
State appropriated funds and others acquired as gifts. 

The majority of the important items listed below were ac- 
quired following consideration by the Research Fund Committee 
which in the course of the year, passed favorable votes on 97 
items.

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ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1961-62 


To the Chancellor of the University: 


I have the honor to submit the report of the University Li- 
brarian for the year ending June 30, 1962. 


During the past fiscal year the Libraries of the University 
have again reached new and high levels in collections and serv- 
ice. A natural concomitant, predicted a year ago, is the passing 
of the million dollar mark in annual funding. The detailed 
statistical tables appended reveal cogent gains, soundly docu- 
menting the investment of the very considerable funding our 
State provides. A new table, number VIII, now records income 
from gifts and endowments amounting to approximately ten 
per cent of our total funding. 

The total collections of the Libraries now number 1,123,747 
volumes of books and journals. Our normal rate of increase is 
now over 90,000 annually. Not included in our volume count 
are 159,362 items in microfilm or some other microform. Counting 
all types of library material leads to a new total of 5,197,986 
pleces, indicating a gross increase of over 180,000 items in the 
last year. Particularly noteworthy is the growth of the Under- 
graduate Library, now holding 23,597 volumes. This collection 
will clearly be adequate for independent operation just as soon 
as the separate physical facility can be obtained. 

In a later section of this report we are representing in a 
new form a fair selection of major gifts, endowments and the 
important additions to the Library’s collections. There remains 
only for me to express a University Librarian’s pride and grati- 
tude for the opportunity to work with a devoted and distinguished 
group of steadfast friends. The record is notable, and although 
We cannot list all, the selection cited amply illustrates the 
quality of growth in our collections. 

This year, as in previous years, we have had many of the 
traditional aches and pains of rapid growth. In this area we are 
in good company with virtually all the great state universities 
and their libraries. Our gravest difficulties now may be blamed 
on numbers, a factor of growth as ineluctable as the daily birth 
rate. This is not the place to debate numbers; our job is to 
anticipate, evaluate, and to plan in such ways as to be ready 
for all of the numbers we must serve. It is relatively easy to 
calculate book needs, and we are ahead of the numbers there. 
It is not too difficult to calculate personnel and manning to cope 
with numbers, and the Library staffing has improved steadily, 
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thanks to thoughtful consideration by the University Admin- 
istration. Our funding for all internal operations has been in- 
creasing steadily at a very satisfactory rate over the past five 
years, and if this kind of progress can be maintained, the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina will have within the next five years 
a library ready and able to stand up proudly with any of 
the major university libraries of this country. 

As the brief paragraphs above report, we have come a long 
way. Just as surely as we do, however, we are faced by ever 
graver difficulties, partly because of this growth and partly 
because of what we see ahead. Ten years ago the University 
Library held 607,000 volumes. Today we are nearing twice that 
number. In students, researchers and faculty served, we are 
rapidly approaching double the numbers of ten years ago. New 
areas of subject interest and the changing character of the 
student body demand changes in physical facilities which could 
not be anticipated even much less than ten years ago. Accord- 
ingly, we must now set forth in bold, unwavering lines, both 
the known and predictable requirements for physical facilities 
which will be needed to serve the people and materials of this 
University. In making our plans, we must not fail to consider 
the time lag between funding and occupancy. The addition 
to our main library was funded in 1947, but not occupied until 
1952. The shortest possible time for any of our proposals will 
be two years from the funds assured, provided we have detailed 
plans ready. Many members of the Library staff, and the campus 
planners, are already at work on the buildings outlined here. 

Two years ago our joint planning for physical facilities was 
succinctly and ably documented by our honored mentor, Dr. 
L. R. Wilson, in his little book “The Library of the First State 
University,’ on the occasion of our millionth volume celebration. 
The essential and fundamental aspects of that planning have 
been accepted by the Administration and now comprise our 
major immediate goals. There are now evident trends which 
direct our attention to additional structures which must enter 
our planning. 

The basic plan calls first for The Undergraduate Library. 


Quoting from Wilson: 


“Unlike the research library, an Undergraduate Library limits 
its materials to those which contribute directly to his [the under- 
graduate’s] needs. An open-shelf library with ample space, good 
light, and convenient access has little in common with the ap- 
proach through intricate catalogues and bibliographies to the 
massive collection of materials in the stacks of a great research 
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library. And at the same time an adequate collection of books 
is at hand, not only to provide all the information required, 
but to arouse his curiosity and stimulate him to creative thought 
and activity. 

A separate Undergraduate Library has become an accepted 
part of Library planning in most large Universities of our country, 
for essentially like reasons wherever it is found. 


The first and most obvious reason why the University should 
have an Undergraduate Library is a pressing need for space. 
The present undergraduate enrollment of the University is 5,600 
{now near 7,000]. It is anticipated that the number will reach 
8,000 by 1970. It is not possible to provide enough seats to ac- 
commodate this number of students within the present library 
building. 

Space is also needed to make possible the best possible arrange- 
ment of an adequate Undergraduate Library collection of some 
50,000 volumes on open shelves, together with the necessary 
journals and reference volumes. Combined with shelf space, the 
best known practices for bringing students and their materials ef- 
fectively together can be incorporated in the planning of such 
a library. 

It is the latter purpose which is the hallmark of the Under- 
graduate Library. Such a library not only facilitates assigned 
reading, but encourages browsing and personal interest reading. 
It provides ideal study facilities, with a minimum of regimentation 
or distraction. It can provide an atmosphere conducive to study 
with the full range of working materials close at hand and im- 
mediately available. Gone are the usual frustrations of the typical 
undergraduate lost in the complexities of detailed card cata- 
logues or among the myriad stack shelves of the main collection. 
At the same time, however, as the student grows and learns, 
this library provides a natural and suitable bridge for him 
between his small pre-college school library and the much more 
difficult and massive research library which he will presently 
need. Experience gained in such a setting leads naturally to the 
formation of life-long habits of reading and study and to the 
effective use of research and professional libraries when the 
student moves on to that level. 

These positive gains for the undergraduates obtained by a 
separate library have their counterparts in other library areas. 
Additional space for graduate study and research would im- 
mediately become available as undergraduates move into their 
own library. Better concentration of bibliographical aids, cata- 
logues and indexes will be possible to serve the serious student 
needing intensive or specific information for his investigations. 
All of this is needed, and increasingly as student numbers grow 
on all levels. The Undergraduate Library is but the first part 
of a three-part goal, each part of which bears upon the other.” 


Following our urgent need for the Undergraduate Library, 
* with equal urgency, the Library has a progressively de- 
riorating situation in its efforts to provide suitable space for 
s most notable collections. A Special Collections Library offers 
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the only solution of a lasting character. Again Wilson’s summar 
will serve: 


“The University Library has attained high repute over the 
past thirty years through three particular and special collections, 
each outstanding in its own field. 

The North Carolina Collection, through the beneficence of 
leaders such as John Sprunt Hill, Bruce Cotten, and Preston Davie 
is now the finest library of North Caroliniana in the world. 

The Manuscripts Collection including the Southern Historical 
Collection, has acquired well over three million manuscripts, and 
stands as a permanent tribute to the energy ot Dr. J. G. deRoulhac 
Hamilton and Dr. James Patton. It is nationally renowned and 
serves scholars and authors from all parts of our country. 

The Rare Book Collection has brought the University inter- 
national recognition in areas representing the enduring interests 
of the Hanes family, William Henry Hoyt, William A. Whitaker 
and a host of others. 

These three collections now have become so extensive that 
they pre-empt very considerable space in the central research 
center, space that will shortly become critical as the number of 
advanced students increases. At the same time, each of these 
collections itself, with its own increasing public and growth in 
resources requires vast new space to do its work. The time has 
come for a major step in the Library’s development, the pro- 
vision of an adjoining structure, especially designed in part for 
each of the three special collections. In such a structure, the 
particular requirements and predictable needs of each field can 
be carefully planned for; ample provision for scholars and their 
material can be made. 

In these three types of material the Library bears a heavy 
responsibility for safeguarding and preserving its collections. 
Manuscripts are unique and irreplaceable, and their use requires 
special methods of handling in addition to different kinds of work 
space and supervision. The Rare Book Collection includes very 
old, unique, very costly items as well as many which could never 
be found if lost or damaged. Rigid temperature and humidity 
controls are essential. Continuous supervision of use is manda- 
tory. Again, special planning of space designed for work in such 
material is best accomplished in new space. The North Carolina 
Collection has all of the above problems plus critical space needs 
both for materials and patrons. This collection has grown so 
large and its use so much greater that space planned only ten 
years ago is now wholly inadequate to serve the needs. While its 
present quarters are beautiful and extremely well-appointed, the 
actual need is for about four times its floor space and far greater 
provision of space for materials. 

The planning of a separate building for the Special Collections 
is based firmly on the understanding that these materials are 
special, used by special publics and in special ways. While .there 
is no absolute independence from the general library, its tools 
and materials, it is true that those who work in the Special 
Collections have, in general, relatively little need for other 
services or materials at the same time. These units, like the Under-. 
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graduate services, lend themselves well to neighboring but sep- 
arate operation. When eventually both the Undergraduate and 
Special Collections services can be provided largely outside of 
the Wilson Library, the needs of upper-classmen, graduate stu- 
dents, faculty and all research personnel can be well organized in 
the central building.” 


Together with the availability of the two satellite libraries, 
the space which would then be opened in the main building 
would readily serve a multitude of present and future require- 
ments for upper-class, graduate, research and faculty programs. 
Dr. Wilson’s summary states: 


“The Wilson Library, thus relieved of whole areas of voluminous 
materials and large segments of its varied public, can provide 
amply and well for the research and scholarly interests of all 
members of the University community as well as its durable 
public throughout North Carolina. 

As the great collections of the University Library have grown 
and attained distinction as the primary research resource of this 
State, the Library’s responsibilities have also grown. In all of the 
great educational institutions of our country there is a steadily 
increasing movement of students upward into graduate work and 
research. Our University is aware of this movement and ever- 
greater provision for students and faculty at the upper levels of the 
educational program is being planned. For the Library, a con- 
siderable part of this planning is the increase in upper-class 
specialized subject study facilities, many more individual carrels, 

- studies, and seminars. The two subject divisions served in the 
Wilson Library, Social Sciences and Humanities, will have ampler 
spaces, with possibly improved service areas for government 
documents and maps on the one hand and bibliography on the 
other. New quarters for the School of Library Science can be 
provided, while its present space can be converted to faculty 
studies and seminars. Additional space for the technical staff 
needed to move the masses of material now flowing into the 
Library effectively will also be considered. 

The central Wilson Library, its two wings now planned and 
its satellites in Law, Medicine, and the Sciences, represent ef- 
fectively the pulsing heart of the University’s educational function. 
Taken together with other regional resources in the triangle area, 
the bibliographical strength of this community is unmatched any- 
where in the Southeastern states. Such a position is neither quickly 
nor easily attained; it may be useful to consider briefly the bases 
of the Library’s growth to maturity.” 


While the above program may seem large, even that does 
10t fully account for all of our growth pains. Educational insti- 
utions all over the country are today militantly aware of the 
compelling nature of their growth, and are striving to plan 
for it. In our own State, everyone in the educational field, from 
the Governor on down to the least individual charged with 
responsibility for operations, is now deeply immersed in thought- 
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ful planning for future needs. There has been enormous change 
here in the last ten years. The pace has quickened in the last 
five. In the two years since Dr. Wilson’s little book was pub- 
lished, we have seen new developments which clearly define 
other new directions we must consider. The three key building: 
described above will account for our traditional great strengths 
the Humanities and the Social Sciences; they will care for 
normal expansion in the special collections for twenty years 
and, they will indeed make it possible for us to face the on 
coming crowds of bright young undergraduates with a modicur 
of equanimity. They will not, on the other hand, meet the re 
quirements of the rapidly expanding fields of science, or the 
almost incredibly swift growth of the medical areas. Each o 
these fields now demands a review, calling for an unbiased anc 
logical approach to long-range planning. The fine quality o: 
campus planning, both on the main campus and the medica 
area has been of inestimable value in orienting our library 
plans to the University’s directions. 


In the earlier years of the University, there was a stead; 
movement of the scientific and technical library resources int 
small departmental libraries. This was in the best scholarly; 
traditions of that time and conformed to the pattern of othe 
comparable academic institutions. A new pattern is today it 
the making, with most institutions turning to satellite librarie: 
of broader range, with one obvious type being the Physica 
Sciences Library. This campus and this institution must contem 
plate just such a library in its program. It will not be possibl 
to provide adequately for the bibliographical needs of physics 
chemistry, mathematics, statistics, or geology, without the whol 
range of materials and the extended services possible in on 
major unit. The interrelationships of these fields are increasin; 
rapidly as new research levels grow; it is even now impossibl 
for a researcher in any one of these fields to limit his work t 
any one area. For these and other cogent reasons we now ad 
to our projected physical program a Physical Sciences Library 
to be centrally located in the physical sciences area and to bt 
designed in form and capacity to serve these subject fields. 

The history of Health Affairs at this University is a rela 
tively short one; its expansion over the last ten years has beet 
little short of phenomenal. Even the most casual acquaintance 
with current change in the numerous areas of medicine reveal 
again an amazing increase in the interrelationships of one fiel 
to another. Our campus development. has properly oriente: 
Zoology and Botany adjacent to new. research facilities for Medi 
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cine. New planning for the medical area includes a central medi- 
cal library, without reference to related library facilities close 
by. This is a little like establishing several unconnected and 
rival telephone exchanges in one city, since the bibliographical 
resources and service potential of the whole complex are equally 
important to any part of it. The very success of the most critical 
researches in these fields will often depend upon the immediate 
and direct availability of the entire literature and its indexes. 
In many institutions like ours, and particularly in those already 
grown beyond our size, this problem of coordinating resources 
has been faced with logic and foresight. We still have time, but 
in fact the time is now to plan for a major library unit for the 
Bio-Medical Sciences. Such a library could be designed to pro- 
vide for the independence of subject departments and divisions, 
just as is now true in the main library, but the essential concen- 
tration of resources will guarantee the greatest possible useful- 
ness to the whole community of scholars. With due regard for 
the economies of library service, the primary factor of all library 
service is the utmost use of the library’s resources. It is our firm 
conviction that these areas of the University’s work will require 
the organization of library resources in just this manner, and 
that the pattern is as inevitable as night follows day. Only time 
can verify the needs in fact, but we must be forehanded in this 
area of planning. When one contemplates the time lag between 
the concept and its accomplishment, there is real cause for con- 
cern. In this field, as in many others, the facilities must precede 
the need, or very serious consequences follow. 

State funding is currently being sought for an interim Under- 
graduate Library space. We have good reason to hope for a suc- 
cessful conclusion in the next biennium. The Special Collections 
Library must be funded by private sources; this is not the type 
of building readily funded on state funds. Again, we are hopeful 
of early funding, with a few stalwart Friends of the Library, 
James G. Hanes and Preston Davie leading the campaign. If we 
can get these two first objectives started, the next biennium 
should see the State funding the modifications needed to convert 
our main library to its new role. Both of the science units de- 
scribed should soon have good prospects for joint Federal and 
State funding, depending upon legislation now under considera- 
tion. In summary, it seems likely that with or without advance 
preparation, we will soon be forced to find the means to meet 
these needs; with imagination, determination, and a liberal in- 
fusion of good will, we might wisely reduce the time span. 
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We would be remiss did we not record the progress which 
has been made in improving our physical facilities this year. The 
conversion of the former Assembly Room to Reading Room serv- 
ice has given us additional seating for 126 readers in one of few 
air-conditioned spaces available. This change has also resulted in 
considerable improvement in traffic and smoking problems as 
well as newspaper reading. As the numbers of readers increase, 
we shall have to seek out every possible conversion to reading 
spaces to spell out the time until we can truly build in the 
capacity we need. We were able to develop fifteen new faculty 
research studies on the fourth floor this year; this was a first step 
towards providing increasingly in the main building for advanced 
researchers in greater numbers. 

These measures do represent small gains within a broad and 
bold framework. They are nonetheless heartening in the reassur- 
ance of our Administration’s awareness and concern. Within our 
present facilities, a major contribution to the effectiveness of our 
working space would be the early provision of air-conditioning 
equipment wherever it is now lacking. Our climate is such that 
without temperature and humidity control, prolonged concentra- 
tion is well-nigh impossible. Projects have been submitted for 
such equipment. 


This year has been one of our best in the field of developing 
professional personnel. To succeed Mr. O. V. Cook, now on dis- 
ability retirement, we were fortunate to bring back a University 
alumnus of twenty years ago to become Associate University 
Librarian. With an undergraduate science major here, an ad- 
vanced library degree from the University of California at 
Berkeley and the doctorate from the University of Chicago, John 
H. Gribbin brought also an enviable record of sound library ex- 
perience. His first year here has amply confirmed our estimate of 
his excellent ability. 


On the junior level we have also had a banner year. New 
staff included Mrs. Alice Gertzog, from the Catholic University 
Library School to Business Administration and Social Sciences, 
Mr. William Pease from Harvard and Simmons College to the 
Undergraduate Library, and Mr. Charles Schliecker from Colo- 
rado and the University of Alabama to the new assignment of 
Business Manager. Late in the year we were able to attract Doc- 
tora Berta Becerra, formerly chief Librarian of the Sociedad 
Economica de Amigos del Pais in Cuba, to undertake the organ- 
ization of our materials and services in Latin American fields of. 
interest. One of our new junior members, Mrs. Dora Zia, coming) 
from the Syracuse Library School to the Chemistry Library’ 
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found commuting from Raleigh too burdensome to continue and 
left us after only one school year to join the staff of our sister 
institution in Raleigh. 

Within the Library staff we have made three major reassign- 
ments or promotions. Our Miss Mary Lou Lucy, Chief of Circula- 
tion, moved to greener pastures (economical, of course) in Co- 
lumbia University; her second, Mrs. Eunice Churchill was pro- 
moted to this greater responsibility. Dr. Keith Mixter, long our 
distinguished Music Librarian, moved on to teaching at Ohio 
State University; his place was filled by promotion of Mr. James 
Pruett, now also Doctor in Musicology, of our own staff. A note- 
worthy change was the reassignment of Mrs. Eva McKenna from 
the Interlibrary Loan section to Cataloging, where her profes- 
sional training is now more fully used. The Interlibrary Loan 
function is now under the able direction of Mr. Richmond P. 
Blackmer, also promoted but within sub-professional ranks. 

To avoid repetition we will not attempt to enumerate the 
honors, publications or professional activities of our staff. The 
publications are recorded elsewhere in the University’s lists; 
suffice it to say that the staff shows a steadily increasing sense of 
professional responsibility and vigorous productivity. We have 
good reason to be proud of their present and hopeful for the fu- 
ture. It may be appropriate here to suggest that the greatest pos- 
sible encouragement our administration could offer to assure this 
kind of professional interest is the concrete evidence of academic 
status, so long sought through appropriate channels. 

The University Librarian traditionally takes this closing para- 
graph for his own, a once-a-year golden opportunity to reach all 
of the staff and all of our public, the dissidents and the en- 
thusiasts, with the honest expression of his enduring apprecia- 
tion of the opportunity to work with and for them. It is a glorious 
privilege to have a part in the growing greatness of the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina. It will be my hope to serve well and long 
as the University Librarian and to be able to return in full 
measure of satisfaction to my seniors the pleasure I take in their 
wise administration of our work.

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As in the past, many of our most noteworthy acquisitions 
have been purchased this year on trust funds or received as gifts 
from private donors. Funds appropriated by the State have been 
used primarily for less expensive and new publications. The Re- 
search Fund is an exception since it uses State appropriated funds 
for the express purpose of obtaining costly items urgently needed 
for research programs. 


In the following pages of this report, activities during the 
fiscal year 1961/62 in certain trust funds will be examined in 
turn. The Research Fund will be reported on before all others 
because of its exceptional nature. These listings represent some 
of the major acquisitions under trust funds, gifts, endowments as 
well as important research materials acquired under the guid- 
ance of the Research Fund Committee on appropriated funds.

BUILDING THE LIBRARY’S RESOURCES 


THE RESEARCH FUND 


The Research Fund Committee this year included three facul- 
ty members of the Administrative Board on the Library; Profes- 
sors Baer, Couch and Engstrom (Chairman), and three members 
of the Library Staff, Messrs. Bergholz, Gribbin and Orne, the 
first acting as secretary for the group. The sum of $38,038 had 
been set aside by the Library Board for their use. These funds 
enabled the Committee to select 80 items from a considerably 
larger number of requests. In its decisions, the committee has 
been guided by the intention to distribute its acquisitions equi- 
tably among the various academic fields represented in the Uni- 
versity according to the most convincingly demonstrated needs. 

In the subsequent list the 80 acquisitions are alphabetically 
arranged, insofar as possible, as to their predominant subject 
content:

At the commencement of June, 1948, the class of 1937 pre- 
sented the University a check for $700 which was the first install- 
ment towards establishing a memorial library fund in honor of 
those members of the class of 1937 who died in World War II. The 
money was to be used for the purchase of greatly needed books 
which could not be bought under regular library appropriations.

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CLASS OF 1960 FUND 


In June 1960, the graduating class presented to the Library 
a gift of $1,000 to be used for the purchase of spoken word re- 
cordings. The Louis Round Wilson Library had neither adequate 
technical equipment nor any records of this kind. The Library 
obtained the instrument on regular maintenance funds and placed 
it in the Undergraduate Library Reading Room. The officers of 
the Senior Class of 1960 selected the nucleus of the record collec- 
tion themselves, accounting for approximately half of the gift; 
the rest of the fund has been spent on the advice of the Chief 
Bibliographer and the Undergraduate Librarian who reports that 
the records are frequently used. The collection presently num- 
bers 168 items and includes English as well as foreign records, 
literary masterpieces, poets reading their own works, and docu- 
mentaries.

THE CHARLES H. FOWLER FUND 


This fund was established in 1945 by a gift of $400 from Mr. 
and Mrs. Franklin W. Fowler, of Portland, Oregon, in memory of 
their son, Charles H. Fowler, ’47, who was killed in action at 
Guam on July 21, 1944. The income from this fund is accumu- 
lated for some time so that significant works can be purchased 
for the Rare Book Room. We have this year acquired: |

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THE HANES HOSIERY MILL FUND 


This trust fund was established in June 1959 by an initial 
gift of $5,000 from the Hanes Hosiery Mills Foundation. Since 
then annual gifts have been received to be used for the further 
development of the Hanes Collection for the Study of the Origin 
and Development of the Book. 


This collection dates back to 1929 when an earlier Hanes 
Fund was set up in memory of John Wesley Hanes and Anna 
Hodgkin Hanes by gift of their children, Alexander S. Hanes, ’03, 
Frederic M. Hanes, ’03, and Robert M. Hanes, 712, Mrs. Thurmond 
Chatham and Mrs. Robert Lassiter. The major objective of the 
Hanes Collection has been to bring together illustrative examples 
ranging from the earliest times to modern private printing presses 
with emphasis on the development and spread of printing 
throughout Europe in the fifteenth century. In 1940, when a 
checklist of incunabula then in the collection was compiled the 
number of items listed was 536. It is now in excess of 700. During 
the last year, particular attention has been devoted to incunabula 
composed with Greek characters, an area which had previously 
been under-represented; a good beginning has been made with 
some of our recent acquisitions. These recent gifts have permit- 
ted the Librarian to amplify the early acquisitions programs to 
include early and rare printed materials in areas of research 
significant to the current research programs of the University.

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THE WEIL FUNDS 


The Leslie Weil Fund was established in 1944 by the children 
of Leslie Weil in his memory. Leslie Weil was a member of the 
class of 1895 and later became a trustee of the University.

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THE WHITAKER FUND 


Following the death of William Asbury Whitaker, ’04, on 
February 8, 1960, a foundation for the benefit of the University 
was set up “with one-third of the income therefrom to be used 
for the benefit of the Library.” This endowment, a very consider- 
able sum, yields to the Library an annual income in the neigh- 
borhood of $20,000 which, under the terms of the will, is to be 
used first of all to strengthen the Library’s collection of English 
and American literature. Preference is given to Mr. Whitaker’s 
own special fields of interest. This fund is under the direction of 
the Librarian with the assistance of a special committee includ- 
ing two members from the Department of English. Faculty mem- 
bers who have served on this committee during the past year 
were Professors C. Hugh Holman, James B. Meriwether, and 
Robert B. Voitle. 

Acquisitions initiated by this committee have been numer- 
ous. One area of systematic buying has been in the field of popu- 
lar 19th century fiction, both British and American. However, 
the Library has simultaneously acquired many items, mainly first 
editions, which any private collector would be proud to own, of 
tremendous research value.

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ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1962-63 


August 1, 1963 
To the Chancellor of the University: 


I have the honor to submit the report of the University Li- 
brarian for the year ending June 30, 1963. 

The steady growth and increasing vigor of the University 
Libraries in their capacity to serve both the University and the 
State are directly attributable in large measure to the powerful 
support of the Library’s needs by our Administration. From your 
office through all the administrative channels to the faculty and 
students, this Library has enjoyed the rich benefits of complete 
understanding and eagerness to help make us great. This is most 
evident in improved financial support, leading to vastly im- 
proved collections, steadily improving personnel manning, and 
better utilization of physical facilities. It is also evident in the 
closer cooperation of Library and Faculty in planning for the 
most advantageous use of our increased funds. It can be seen 
even in operating procedures, where fiscal and facilities person- 
nel of other University offices have aided us to devise better 
coordinated systems of management or better utilization of 
space. Without trying to make individual acknowledgement, it 
is important that we note here, before any listing of accomplish- 
ments, the just recognition of the outstanding support this 
Library receives and in proper measure appreciates. 

The University Library’s total collections now include 
1,172,038 volumes of books and journals. This represents an 
increase of 48,291 over the previous year’s figure. To conform to 
the manner in which statistics are now being requested for other 
libraries comparable to ours, we have reported to national agen- 
cies an additional 177,546 items we hold in the form of micro- 
prints, microcards and microfilm, giving us a figure of 1,349,584. 
For our own local comparisons, we have this year recorded a 
grand total of 5,278,658 pieces of all kinds of library material. 
Other statistics will be found in the series of tables at the end of 
the report. The record shows sound growth. 

A year ago we devoted a large part of this report to an out- 
line of our physical planning for all of the University's li- 
braries. Some of these plans have advanced considerably and in 
some areas interim progress is apparent. ; 

The opening of the new Botany building, Coker Hall, this 
year has enabled us to put the Botany Library on a satisfactory 
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physical basis. It was crowded nearly to the exclusion of readers 
in its former quarters; it will now serve well for a number of 
years. 

The Music Library has been in dire need of space for some 
years; with the enlargement of the Music building, new enlarged 
quarters for the Library were planned, and once more there is 
breathing space. The total space finally planned was not as ex- 
tensive as desired, however, and the book collections will not be 
long in filling available shelves. The improved facilities for 
readers, listening and control of the library are a vast improve- 
ment. 

The pressures on physical facilities in the Wilson Library 
grow steadily more intense. We have been especially troubled by 
the congestion in the Acquisitions and Cataloging areas, as more 
material flowed through and more people moved in to cope with 
it. A review of the use of the receiving area and adjacent rooms 
on the ground level led us to decide to convert a large part of 
this to technical processing functions. The entire binding prepara- 
tion section and the serials checking function were moved into 
this area following only minor physical changes, including fresh 
paint. Very considerable gains in handling time were made, as 
well as freeing a sizable area on the second floor. Incoming bind- 
ing and serials now go directly out to the outlying libraries with- 
out going up two floors to the Technical Processing area. 


A major achievement for our physical planning was the fund- 
ing of the Undergraduate Library as a separate building in the 
new Capital Improvements Budget. The sum of $1,315,000 has 
been made available and with the advance planning of our Pro- 
gram for this building we can hope to move into it just about 
two years from now. We have already held a number of fruitful 
meetings with the architects, and planning for this building will 
be a daily part of our lives until construction begins. Together 
with this funding came a modest sum, calculated to enable us 
to carry out our plans for redesigning parts of the Wilson Li- 
brary to convert to first floor circulation and single entrance 
control. We hope to put these changes into effect at the time the 
Undergraduate Library moves to the new building. Also in- 
cluded were funds to provide air-conditioning in two important 
areas of the Library, The Business Administration—Social 
Sciences Division and the Technical Processing area. 


This year saw a large first step taken in the campaign to 
obtain funding for our Special Collections Building, the com- 
panion piece to the Undergraduate Library. Mr. James G. Hanes 
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and his son Gordon established a trust fund with a sizable initial 
gift and the assurance of annual additions until other funds 
enable us to complete this Library. This campaign must now 
take first precedence with us, since the urgency of space for 
each of the three special collections is a constant problem. Mr. 
James Hanes will lead the campaign, and with the aid of Mr. 
Frank Borden Hanes, now Chairman of the Friends of the Li- 
brary, we have good hope of reporting even greater progress in 
our next year. 


Notable gains have been made in building the Library’s Col- 
lections. Collecting in the field of literary manuscripts, long un- 
developed with us, gains new impetus from the deposit of Mr. 
James Boyd’s letters and other significant manuscript materials. 
Mrs. Boyd is still reviewing additional materials and has under- 
taken to build up the best possible collection of her husband’s 
literary manuscripts. In the book field, we acquired a notable 
collection of some three thousand volumes of mystery stories 
purchased as a separate collection on Whitaker funds. Our Eng- 
lish department foresees valuable research in this field, particu- 
larly for Master’s degree candidates. In yet another field, the 
Library improved its steadily growing collection of domestic 
newspapers on microfilm by acquiring all of the remaining file 
of the Washington Post on microfilm. This acquisition is also a 
part of our cooperative planning for regional resources with the 
members of the Southeastern Association of Research Libraries. 

In anticipation of an Undergraduate Library building, steps 
have been taken to assure the selection of the best possible col- 
lection of books for undergraduate reading. The University Li- 
brary already has a core collection of over 26,000 books in its 
reading room for undergraduates. The new building is being de- 
signed to accommodate 75,000 volumes. This larger number is 
based on recommendations of other university libraries which 
have had years of experience with special undergraduate facili- 
ties. The gradual selection of some 50,000 books is well advanced, 
thanks to the excellent cooperation and assistance of more than 
forty-five faculty members. 

One of our major tools for selecting undergraduate reading 
is a copy of the card catalog of the University of Michigan's 
Undergraduate Library. These cards were arranged in order by 
class numbers, so that all the cards representing books on any 
given subject were filed together. It is possible, therefore, for a 
faculty member to examine the drawer of cards for his dis- 
cipline or area of interest. The simplicity of this procedure has 
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enabled the Undergraduate Librarian, Mr. William A. Pease, to 
distribute sections of the Michigan catalog to many faculty mem- 
bers who have given the Library the valued benefit of their 
specialized knowledge. Many faculty members have shown great 
interest in the books selected by another university for its under- 
graduates, and have rejected some selections while adding others. 
It is hoped that many more University of North Carolina faculty 
members eventually will participate in this book selection pro- 
gram. The Michigan catalog is, of course, only one device useful 
for selecting titles appropriate to the University of North Caro- 
lina; others include new book lists, dealers’ catalogs, and the 
personal knowledge of faculty and library staff. The complex 
task of assembling the best possible collection of undergraduate 
reading has become a campus-wide project. 

In personnel, the year’s record has been notable for stability 
in an era of rapid change elsewhere. Our greatest change was in 
the Acquisitions department, where two resignations at mid- 
year, Mrs. Earl A. Forrest and Miss Patricia Sullivan required 
the assignment of our Chief Bibliographer, Dr. Harry Bergholz, 
as Acting Chief for a short period. Dr. Bergholz accepted the 
added burden with exemplary cheerfulness and accomplished far 
more than we thought possible in so short a period of time. A 
permanent successor in this position has been found and Dr. 
Bergholz will pick up his usual work schedule this summer. The 
entire staff of the Acquisitions department merits commendation 
for successfully maintaining a steady high level of productive 
work during the very difficult transition period. Mrs. Eva M. Mc- 
Kenna resigned from the Library and gave up library work com- 
pletely to aid her award-winning husband in writing and re- 
search. We lost Mrs. Alice Gertzog from reader’s service when 
she first went to part-time and then resigned to move with her 
family to Washington. One member of the Library staff, Mrs. 
May Davis Hill, was on leave of absence to complete her doc- 
toral studies. In her place as Art Librarian, we recruited Mrs. 
Sally Brown Schilling. It is now planned to keep Mrs. Schilling 
as Art Librarian, with Mrs. Hill serving as Consultant in Art 
Bibliography, when she returns. 

We have frequent change in the subprofessional and clerical 
levels. This is inevitable, since we recruit very largely among 
graduate students and student wives. Of steadily increasing im- 
portance to us in this area are the Library Assistantships, which 
have now gone well beyond experimental stages. 

The program to award Library Assistantships to promising — 
and deserving students in the School of Library Science was | 
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inaugurated in 1960 as a result of an agreement between the 
Acting Dean of the School and the University Librarian. The ini- 
tial appointees numbered four; the current number is sixteen. 
Each Library Assistant receives an annual stipend of $2000.00, 
and works twenty hours per week in some unit of the University 
Library. This combination of graduate study in librarianship and 
employment in the University Library is generally believed to 
be effective training for professional library careers. The pro- 
gram at University of North Carolina has some unique features 
which may well receive national attention, especially if a num- 
ber of assumptions about it can, in time, be proven valid. These 
assumptions are that the program recruits superior students for 
careers in librarianship, that employment on the Library staff 
helps make the classroom experience more meaningful, and that 
the University Library receives maximum benefit (for money 
invested) by employing graduate students of library science. It 
is hoped that these assumptions can be tested, since they have 
profound implications for education in librarianship and the 
critical shortage of trained librarians. 

Again this year, as in other years, we mark off as one of our 
failures the continuing lack of decision on the exemption of 
Librarians from the Personnel Act. While there is no lack of 
recognition on the campus of the academic character of the pro- 
fessional librarian, the decision to make it official and permanent 
remains in suspense. As the recruiting of personnel grows ever 
more difficult, it becomes increasingly important that we should 
be able to offer the same benefits proposed by our neighboring 
and other comparable institutions. Of equal importance, we are 
in a highly competitive cycle in holding those able professionals 
we have. This is undoubtedly the most important single per- 
sonnel problem remaining with us. 

This has been a good year for the growth of the Library. 
There is an awareness of the growing load, both of materials and 
users. Years of large growth are always hard for library per- 
sonnel, and we have sought every possible means of easing the 
burden while shifting into a faster pace. Most large libraries 
now are experiencing many of the same difficulties which now 
beset us. Among the most popular of the panaceas are the magic 
words automation and mechanization. Cooperation is also a good 
word but now considered by some to be simply historic. We have 

underway a determined effort to search out what all of these 
concepts hold for us; frankly we admit, we have found no simple 


solutions. 
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This Library and its neighbor, Duke University Library, have 
for decades been noted for maintaining a high level of inter- 
library cooperation. Recent years have only served to confirm 
and extend this cooperation. Over the past five years we have 
bound ourselves in close and complete coordination with all of 
the public library services of the state through the State Library 
by teletype, and with the other major academic libraries by the 
expansion of our Union Catalog, Interlibrary Loan, the Photo- 
graphic Laboratory, and other useful services. We are now in- 
vestigating the cooperative extension of our Latin American 
Exchange Acquisitions program which we share with Duke Uni- 
versity. We participate in regional and national cooperative pro- 
grams and expect to join others as they develop. Cooperation is 
not new; but neither has it stopped growing. 

Mechanization is still a good word, somewhere in the range 
between cooperation and automation. It has not been a very suc- 
cessful word or concept in libraries for the simple reason that 
libraries alone do not represent a large enough market in our 
society to warrant technical development costs of the large order 
involved in new machines. Consider the mimeograph machine, 
for example, which many libraries used and some still do, to 
produce catalog cards. This machine was developed for a mass 
market, i.e. business, and the manufacturers of such machines 
never did develop a specialized machine for producing catalog 
cards. All major libraries inevitably are obliged to produce their 
own sets of cards for both economic and operational efficiency. 
We have been struggling here with this problem for years, until . 
a year ago when we initiated our experiments with the Xerox 
914 machine to produce our catalog cards. This year we have 
made over 126,000 catalog cards by this method, including nearly 
18,000 cards for the State College and some 6,000 for the Wom- 
an’s College. This is more than double the number produced last 
year. Our time of delivery, since we do this work in our own 
shop, is about two hours, instead of the two weeks to months we 
often wait for cards from the Library of Congress. We are now 
_in sufficient volume to warrant moving into the next stage of 
our system, adding the new multilith short-run machine to our 
specialized equipment. This is one area where mechanization is 
not only possible but essential if we are to keep up with the 
volume of material received. We are experimenting with me- 
chanizing our records of scientific serials and periodicals, begin- 
ning with the revision of the Checklist first published in 1954. 
This is a cooperative enterprise also, listing the holdings of Duke, 
The State College, and The Woman’s College as well as ours. In 
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libraries like ours, however, mechanization offers useful aid 
mainly in the areas of acquisition and cataloging, and in the 
usual business records of a library. 

It is in the fields of analytical and bibliographic service espe- 
cially that the magic word automation has evoked the greatest 
interest. Dozens of conferences, hundreds of papers, and mil- 
lions of words have been produced, all calculated to prove that 
machines can answer the questions better and faster than the 
Librarians. We continue to study as much of the product as we 
can within reasonable time limits. The University Librarian par- 
ticipated in a major conference at Fairlie, Virginia, in April and 
another member of the staff participated in the American Li- 
brary Association conference in July, both designed to review 
the record of progress in this field up to now. To this day, we 
know of no useful and economically sound application of re- 
trieval or automated information system for the University Li- 
brary. We remain joyous in the pride for American inventive 
genius as we daily live in air-conditioned comfort or sleep under 
temperature-controlled cover, but skeptical of the possibilities of 
a talking and thinking machine to replace the Librarian as an 
aid to the researcher. 

This brief review of progress and problems of the Univer- 
sity’s Libraries cannot hope to tell more than a small part of the 
story. The extensive statistical tables add considerably, as far 
as figures can go. The following description of some of the most 
notable additions to the collections may serve to flesh out the 
bare statistical bones. 

There remains only for me to repeat my great appreciation 
to your administration for the wisdom and strength of purpose 
you have given us, to record my appreciation of the devotion and 
strength of the many members of the Library staff, and to ex- 
‘press my thanks to the many friends of the Library, and all who 
wish it well.

NOTABLE ACQUISITIONS 


Each year the Library Administrative Board sets aside a 
part of book funds allocated for the Research Fund. This Fund 
is administered by a Committee of three faculty members 
appointed from the Board and three members of the Library 
Staff. Dr. Harry Bergholz, Chief Bibliographer, acts as secretary 
for the group. Members for this year included Professor Bond 
(with Professor Green alternating for the second half of the 
year), Professor Bowerman and Professor Whyburn, Dr. Gribbin, 
Dr. Bergholz and Dr. Orne. 

The titles acquired this year were eighty-four in number, 
selected from a considerably larger number of requests. In 
making its decisions, the Committee was guided in proper 
measure by the intention to distribute its acquisitions equitably 
among the various academic fields represented in The University 
according to the most convincingly demonstrated needs.
